The 112 and 103 rejections (Roorda and Miller) are withdrawn in view of 
applicants arguments. 

Claims 25, 28-32, 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Miller-5728719. 

Antiparasiticidal compounds of the instant solubility-paramectin, 
micbemycin, ivermectin (col. 5, lines 49-60) are provided in solid implants. If 
desired, antioxidants stabilizers, disintegrants, binders and other excipients 
(col. 9, lines 26-35) are exemployed; inclusive of lactose (line 36) and magnesium 
stearate (line 47, col. 9). The implants are sterilized by irradiation; thus, are 
stable to lends of irradiation in practice, effective (example 9) for 90 days to 
provide antiparasite lethality. 

Claims 26, 27, 33, 36, 37 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/1 5/04 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicants arguments are that Miller's antioxidant is in a feed; 
it isn't, only-Miller is at least stating antioxidant and other excipients, are 
employable in the various formulations. Further, applicants' formulation is a 
tablet, forms utilizable in the art as oral delivery, not implant, forms. Thus readily 
discernible to the artisan to effectively contain tabletting ingredients.
